No. 11-7/2004-Hort. IV.— The National Com¬ 
mittee on use of Plastics in Agriculture (NCPA) which was 
originally constituted in the Department of Chemicals and 
Petrochemicals in 1981 has been functioning in the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and Cooperation since 1993. It was 
reconstituted in 1996. In order to make this Committee more 
effective and to focus its endeavour in a coordinated man¬ 
ner for promoting the applications of plastics in Horticul¬ 
ture, NCPA was reconstituted in 2001 as National Commit¬ 
tee on Plasticulturc Applications in Horticulture (NCPAH). 
Thereafter, NCP AH was last reconstituted on 17-6-2004 
for a period of 3 years. It has been decided to reconstitute 
National Committee on Plasliculture Applications in Horti¬ 
culture (NCP AH) (hereinafter referred to as the Committee) 
under the Department of Agriculture and Cooperation.

B. Tterms of Reference 

(i) To prepare plans for promoting horticulture 
development through plasticulture applications 
with special reference to optimizing the use of 
available water resources and improving 
quality of the product. 

(ii) To recommend suitable policy measures such a 
fiscal policy, subsidy assistance to farmers etc. 
for promotion of use of plastics in agriculture. 

(iii) To suggest strategies for propagation and in¬ 
creased adoption of various plasticulture appli¬ 
cations like drip irrigation systems, greenhouses, 
mulching packaging etc. 

(iv) To arrange promotion of Research and Develop¬ 
ment, to build data-base, to assist in prescribing 
quality standards for plastics used in agricul¬ 
ture, water management, etc. 

(v) To provide guidelines for effective implementa¬ 
tion of centrally sponsored scheme of micro¬ 
irrigation. 

(vi) To supervise and monitor effectively the per¬ 
formance of Precision Fanning Development 
Centres (PFDCs) in particular and overall develop¬ 
ment of plasticulture in general in the 
country. 

(vii) Any other matter connected with promotion of 
plasticulture in the country. 

2. The term of NCP AH will be for a period of three 
years from the date of issue of the Resolution. The non- 
official members shall hold office with the pleasure of the 
Chairman, NCP AH. The committee shall meet as often as 
necessary but at least once in a year. The Committee shall 
submit its report to the Government on annual basis. 

3. The Secretarial assistance required for the Com¬ 
mittee will continue to be provided by the Central Coordi¬ 
nation Cell of NCP AH serviced by personnel drawn from 
the Indian Petrochemicals Ltd./outsourcing from any other 
suitable agency located at Delhi. 

4. The expenditure on T A/D A of the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lors of State Agricultural Universities and the non-official 
members in connection with the journeys undertaicen on 
Committee’s business will be met out of the funds allo¬ 
cated for the Committee.The corresponding expenditure in 
respect of other ex-officio members will be borne by their 
respective Departments.
